ed her cargo, already had passed to 
the ownership -cf the Russian 
con- 
signees. 


The ultimate

'Dacia may be awaited as a prece- 
dent. 
If this case results unfavor- 


ably to the American owners of the 
ship and cargo, under the accepted 
rule of enemy cargo aboard an ene- 
my ship, the Pass of Balhama also 
may be regarded as liable to confis- 
cation. 


The Pass of Balmaha was 
first 


held up on her voyage by a British 
cruiser, which placed aboard Her a 
.prize crew of

zon, be they white, negro or Indian or 
one of the numerous crossbreeds, what 
the salmon does to the Alaska Indian, 
the cocoanut to the south sea Islander 
and rice to the Mongolian.

A placer is nn unconsolidated deposit 


accumulated by mechanical processes, 
carrying one cr more minerals in com- 
mercial 
qu-intities. 
AH placers are 


secondary deposits—that Is, the mate- 
rial of which tlioy are composed was 
originally derived by erosion of bed- 
rock. Although It is undoubtedly true 
that under cert.iin conditions uugircts 
of placer gold have been enlarged 
through chetnio.il precipitation, yet this 
action is a negligible quantity in plac- 
ers. Placers may be derived solely by 
rock weathering without water sort- 
ing, J>ut more commonly are the result 
of water transportation, sorting and 
deposition. Many of the richest plac- 
ers are those formed by the erosion 
of older placers and the reconcentra- 
tion of their gold.

A book with pictures and a book 


without pictures differ nearly as much 
as a room with windows and a room 
without windows, for pictures are loop- 
holes of escape to the soul, leading it 
to other scenes and spheres where the 
fancy for the moment may revel, re- 
freshed and delighted.

A picture Is invariably an exaggera-

Of Deceptive Value. 


The deceptive value of drawings or 


paintings over photography is recog- 
nized by no one more fully than by the 
great catalogue houses. hem-e their 
adoption of the most expensive method 
of displaying their goods to the public, 
well knowing that photographs tell the 
truth, so fur ns a correct pictorial re- 
production Is roneeriied, nnd would not 
be conducive to good business methods 
when the goods offered are faulty. 


How many farmers would think of 


buying a cow from a picture in a 
newspaper or catalogue, with just a 
name and description under it? Of 
course the description would say that 
the cow was a flue black and white 
cow, weight 800 pounds and so many 
hands high, free from blemishes and 
offered at the reduced price of $39.97 
because of a spot cnsh deal with a 
stock farm which failed. 


s There is as much sense in a pur- 
chase of that nature ns there is for a 
farmer to buy a buggy, "our own 
brand," at $24.70 when he can get the 
real article from his home dealer for 
§25 nnd have the privilege of Inspect- 
ing it before buying. And no freight 
to pay. 


Did Farmer Consider Everything? 
While talking to a farmer the follow- 


ing was gleaned: "Farmers, as a rule, 
do not like to send their money to Chi- 
cago or any other place for their goods. 
They would rather buy of their local 
merchants if their prices are not out 
of reason. 
Merchants generally buy 


their goods where they can get them 
the cheapest, whether in Chicago. New 
York or Asia, no matter how much of 
the same goods the farmer has to sell. 
The price is the first and last consider- 
ation. They fix the price of what he 
sells as well as what he buys. Can 
the farmer be blamed for buying 
where he can get the best bargains? 
He wants to onjoy the same privilege 
as the merchants do. Fair play is all 
he wants." 


A Business Injustice. 


But did the farmer who made the 


above remarks take everything into 
consideration? Did he remember that 
while the local business men are main- 
taining markets for the farmers, assist- 
ing in making roads to these markets 
nnd doing nil they can to help the farm- 
er, the taail order houses that have not 
a cent invested in his vicinity do not 
buy a dollar's worth of the farmer's 
crops nor contribute a cent to the wel- 
fare of the community? Yet they are 
getting n goodly portion of the local 
trade, nnd business men naturally feel 
that it is an injustice. It is* ' nd the 
only way to overcome it is by | >VER- 
TISING.

After a varied history of 50 yeaw 


of vagrant effort, the Ohio Sunday 
School association is In a fair way 
to have permanent headquarters and 
a home of Its o^n by reason of the 
$100,000 sustaining fund 
campaign 


which haS Just been Inaugurated. The 
history of the association, 
covering 


more than half 5 century, shows such 
a close relation between success in 
work and a euitaMe income that the 
question la now being asked why the 
effort was not sooner made to put 
the educational work and Bible study 
for which the Pr.'iday schools stand 
upon n permanent and enduring basis 
at a much earlier date than the pres« 
em 


The Ohio Sunflay School association 


as such is the outgrowth of a prayed 
meeting held in Cincinnati In 183S. 
A convention was called alid held in 
that city and what was known as the 
Sunday School union was 
formed. 


Cleveland and Columbus entertained 
the succeeding cor.\ entions and B-omo 
of the best kno\\a men of Ohio were 
early officers of t-.e organization. 
J. 


X. Hoyt of Cle\ eland was the first 
state president. Bellamy Storer was 
his successor. At the I860 convention 
there were reported 125,700 pupils en- 
rolled in 1,663 schools. 
The figures 


for today show 1,300,000 pupils en- 
rolled in over S.i'-'O Sunday schools. 


As early as 1^>>7 the Ohio Sabbath 


School union cn.pioyed a traveling 
secretary and paid him $1,800 a year. 
The work at that time nourished far 
more abundantly than it did in the 
seventies, when the association tried 
to do without a regular 
secretary. 


The first great man who lifted the 
Sunday school work into prominence 
was Marion Lau r^nce of Toledo, now 
secretary of the International Sunday 
School association Marion Lawrence 
was succeeded b> Dr. Joseph Clark, 
who has since bt-en called to lead the 
New York state work, and he was fol- 
lowed by C. W. Shinn, who went from 
Cleveland to Columbus and 
IB now 


doing special work in Toledo. Dr. J. 
D. Darling, 
formerly 
a 
Methodist 


preacher in Cincinnati, Is the present 
general secretary. 


In all these jears when the asso- 


ciation has had headquarters, they 
have been in rented rooms, and thou- 
sands of dollars i.ave been paid out In 
this way, which will be saved by the 
new arrangement contemplated. The 
Ohio Sunday School association keeps 
in touch with ei ery one of the county 
organizations, supplies workers and 
literature and ha? a staff of specialists 
which will be farther increased by the 
revenues arising out of the sustaining 
fund.
